ALLEGED SLAYER 
ADMITS IDENTITY 


Defense Has Not Yet De- 
cided Whether Fight 
Will Be Made To Pre- 
vent Extradition. 


Seattlé, Wash., September 7.—P)-— 
Pr. H. C. Hill, father of Harry H. 
Hill, 22-year-old Streator, Ills,, matri- 
cide suspect, arrived here late today 
by airplane from Portland, Oregon. 
The elder Hill declired to discuss 
whether his son would waive extradi- 
tion until he had conferred with his 
attorneys. 

A new angle in the case was re- 
vealed when police disclosed they had 
questioned Hill about his relations 
with Robert L. Honeycutt, with whom 
he was reported to have lived in a 
Streator hotel until two days after his 
mother’s supposed murder. Hill em- 


phatically denied knowing Honeycutt | 


or that he had lived at the hotel. 
Hill has been steadfast in his de- 
nials that he had anything to do with 
his mother’s death. When he was 
arrested here by chance Saturday 
night for questioning in connection 
with a car he had sold, he said he 
was Harry H. Hill and that he had 
fied his home town “to let things 
cool off.’’ e 


Gives Detailed Account. 
He gave a detailed account of his 


movements before and after the sup- 
posed murder, and authorities have 
not be n able to wring from him any 
deviation from his story. 

Harry Hill totlay tacitly admitted 
his identity as the suspect wanted in 
Streator, Ill., for the murder of his 


mother and tonight awaited the out-' 


come of a legal fight to resist his 
hasty extradition to the Illinois town 
to stand trial. | 

Attorneys for young Hill were in- 
structed by his father, Dr. H. ©. Hill, 
wealthy Streator physician, while he 
was en route here by airplane, to 
place “every legal obstacle” in the 
way of his immediate transfer to 
Illinois. They filed an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus, costending 
the prisoner was held without due 
warrant of laws The writ is return- 
able Friday. 

Removes All Doubt. 

In signing the writ, the suspect gave 
his true name of Harry H. Hill. 
Ofticers regarded this action and 
Hill’s own admission of his identity 
when he was greeted by officers from 
Illinois today as removing all doubt 
as to whether he was the real Harry 
H. Hill wanted in Streator. 

Defense attorneys had suggested 
two days ago the possibility that they 
might contend he was not the person 
sought. Hill was arrested here last 
Saturday night under the name of H. 
_ Jackson. 

Counsel for Hill resorted to the ha- 
heas corpus procedure as soon as they 
found that extradition papers, re- 
ported to have been rushed by air- 
mail from Illonis, had not arrived. 

Papers Not Ready. 

Tilinois officers, Chief of Police 
William Robb, Sheriff Floyd S. Clark 
and Assistant State’s Attorney Ches- 
ter Jacobson, who came here this 
morning, were surprised by the non- 
arrival of the extradition papet, which 


they had believed would precede them | 


here. 

They announced on their arriva! 
they had “all the necessary legal au- 
thority” to take Hill home for trial. 
but later were forced to admit they 
could not act without the documents. 

An extradition hearing has been set 
hy Governor Hartley, of Washington, 
for tomorrow at Olympia, and the of- 
ficers hope the papers will have ar- 
rived by that time.

The fifteenth day of the trial today 
was taken up with about an hour of 
rebuttal testimony by the state, the 
defense having closed late yesterday, 
and hearing of one sur-rebuttal witness 
for the defense, and six hours of ar- 
gument by attorneys. 

Tomorrow morning two more attor- 
neys will speak, each having one hour, 
and then the charge ef Judge Milledge 
L. Bonham. The jury then will ge? 
the case. 

Courtroom Crowded. 

The courtroom today presented a 
crowded scene, as has been the case 
ever since the trial started. At times 
there was almost complete silence as 
one attorney or another pleaded with 
the jury to acquit the defendants or 
to convict them. Silences were broken 
time after time by sobs of women as 
defense attorneys roundly scored the 
officers who conducted the investiga- 
tion leading to the arrest of the widow 
of the dead man and his best friend 
on the charge of having slain him 
after they had been unduly friendly. 

Defense attorneys pointed to the at- 
titude of the relatives of the dead 
sheriff and the wife of Townsend, 
especially the dead man’s mother and 
sisters who testified to an ideal life 
in the home of the sheriff and the ac- 
cused woman, and the wife of Town- 
send who asserted there was nothing 
wrong between her husband and Mrs. 
Willis and who stoutlv refuted testi- 


meny of state witnesses regarding the |

The first appeal had been sent out 
ten minutes earlier; it was assumed 
that as the last one was sent, the Old 
Glory sank onto the surface of the 
sea, her radio out of action by con- 
tact with the water. 

Despairing Messages. 

At nightfall, a series of radio mes- 
sages arrived from ships in the search, 
all despairing. 

“Now nightfall and quite dark,” 
radioed the commander of the Car- 
mania to the United News. “Regret 
search for missing plane, Old Glory, 
without result.

quently clashed. 

The battle in the committee was 
over the inclusion in the terms of 
the constitutional amendment of 
articles or phrases which, according 
to the viewpoint, would give the dam- 
age claimants or the Orleans levee 
board too much leeway in the matter 
of claims. 

The proposed amendment, by John 
Dymond, Jr., one of the flooded area 
reperesentatives would have empha- 
sized the spirit of the bill, stating 
the intention of the act to be that all 
sufferers from the crevasse should 
be justly, fairly and fully eompen- 
sated for losses sustained. It was de 
feated 12 to 3 after long argument, 

It finally being the sense of the 
committee that such damage claim 
would inevitably be presented to the 
courts if rejected by the commis- 
sion, the amendment was voted down. 

Amendments adopted provided for 
5 per cent interest on damage claims 
from April 29, 1927, to date of pay- 
ment, except in subsequently accruing 
sums; for the filing of all claims 
with the reparations commission op- 
portunity be given each claimant and 
the levee board to adjust the claims 
for disposition of all cases with the 
least possible delay; for applying the 
maximum time for filing claims with 
the civil district court as well as with 
the commisison, and for filing by the 
levee board with the state treasurer 
of a certified copy of its proceedings 
incident to the issue of bonds author- 
ized by the bill.

Then the Arctic may be 
less severe because it is water and 
could be affected by warm ocean cut- 
rents which penetrate far north. I 
also think that the Antarctic glacial 
age is more recent than the Arctic.”’

The 
car had achieved complete interchange- 
ability of parts. | 

That is, parts were manufactured 
with such close precision that each 
part was an exact duplicate of every 
other part of the same kind and could 
be interchanged without hand-fitting. 
Such exactness in manufacture war 
new to the industry at that time,-and 
won for the car the name of “Stand- 
ard of the World.’’ 

In 1912, one of Cadillac’s most no- 
table achievements was the develop-| 
ment of a complete system of electric 
lighting, starting and ignition. For 
this it was again awarded the Dewar 
trophy, thus becoming net only the 
one American car to win the famous 
British honor, but the only car iz the 
world ever to win it twice,

“World War Car.”

Be- 
cause of *its sturdiness and dependa- 
bility and performance, it was selected 
as the official seven-passenger touring 
car of. the United States army, and 
many of these same cars after use by 
the army, at home and abroad, are 
still in service.

FARM SETTLEMENT Al 


Charles A. Stanton, presidertt of the 
Agricultural Appraisal company, with 
offices in Atlanta, New. York and 
Columbus, Ohio, returned to Atlanta 
Wednesday from New York, where he 
has been conferring with eastern bank- 
ers about his proposed $10,000,000 
first. mortgage bond issue to be under- 
written by the Farmers Bond and 
Mortgage company for the develop- 
ment and settlement of small ready- 
to-operate farms in the state of Geor- 
gia. 

When interviewed by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution Wednesday 
night, Mr. Stanton said, “If the bank- 
ers and land owners in Georgia will 
support me we will soon have a busi- 
ness organization established in Geor- 
gia that will solve the farm land prob- 
lem for all time to come. There is an 
opportunity in this state for doing 
something big and worth-while in farm 
improvement, not only for Georgia but 
for the entire south. I have known it 
all the time and that is the reason 
why I have been in your state for the 
past three years doing all I can to get 
your bankers and land owners to un- 
derstand the importance of organizing 
county land companies.” 

Mr. Stanton’s plan calls for the or- 
ganization of 25 county land com- 
panies distributed throughout’ the 
state. All these land companies are to 
opera'e under a ‘uniform plan for the 
development and settlement of small 
improved farms and to cooperate in 
a direct marketing system that will 
insure the business success of the set- 
tlers who buy farms on the long-time 
payment plan. Each land company 
will take over 16,000 acres of: selected 
farm land, making a total of 400,000 
acres that will be taken over to secure 
the $10,000,000 bond issue. 

The plan calls for scientific ap- 
praisals, insured titles, a 20-year pay- 
ment plan, a low rate of interest, the 
regulation of roduction, efficient 
methods of marketing and all the 
things required for the practical farm- 
ing operations. 

Mr. Stanton has two land companies 
organized, seven in process of organ- 
ization and four charters filed. “I 
intend to make this enterprise a Geor- 
gia institution and of the kind and 
character that will make it an ex- 
ample for the United States,” said Mr.

“This movement for the building 
of the viaducts originated in the re- 
port of the John A. Beeler organiza- 
tion. This report submitted a compre- 
hensive plan to solve the traffic prob- 
lem for the entire city of Atlanta. 
and the viaducts were only a_ part 
of this plan. 

“Mr. Beeler recommended that the 
street railroad be relieved of paving

Peachtree and Pryor streets, and he 
also recommended the openitig and 
extension of Broad street through to 
Whitehall street. 

“Mr. Beeler suggested that the com- 
pany could contribute $500,000 to- 
wards the viaduets, but Mr. Beeler’s 


Wednes-' 


Suggestion contemplated this gwould 
cover cost of constructing street car 
tracks on the viaduets. The present 
plan does not include street car tracks 
on the viaducts as a part of the eost 
of constructing the bridges. The plan 
is, provided the tracks are to cross 
the viaducts, that the company pay 
the cost, which is approximately 
$140,000 for the Pryor street viaduct 
alone. 
Street Car Tracks. 

“The company 
operate cars across the Central -ave- 
nue viaduct at this time, because -it 
would serve no public convenience, but 
the company feels the Central avenue 
viaduct ought to be constructed strong 
enough to support street cars if, at a 
later date, the demand for service 
warranted installation of street car 
‘tracks over this bridge. 

“As a matter of fact, in addition to 
contributing $400,000, we would have 
to stand an expense of $140,000 to 
put tracks on the Pryor street viaduct, 
n total of $540,000, and this amount 


does not include tracks on the Central | 


avenue project. In addition to laying 
the tracks, the company will be éub- 
jected to other expenses in connection 
with the building of the viaducts, such 
as the re-location of gas mains, elec- 
tric conduits, steam heat mains and 
so forth, which we estimate would 
push the total cost to $539,112 exclu- 
sive of the $400,000 contribution we 
are asked to make. Unforseen con- 
tingencies would probably bring this

We contribute to pav- 
ing, and to every enterprise to build 
up the business of the town. We be- 
lieve in the viaducts and want to help 
in spite of the bad financial condition 
of the street railroad which is worse 
now than it was in 1924 and 1925. 

“In beginning the negotiations, 1 
suggested to Mr. Neely that we make 
our contribution contingent on an in- 
crease in fares. Mr. Neely pointed 
out that the money was needed im- 
mediately, so we struck this out. The 


condition now being discussed is not: 


new. It is a continuance of the pres- 
ent jitney ordinance, and everybody 
knows that it is to the public advan- 
tage to have one responsible transpor- 
tation agency. We want this condition 
because politics change, and we don’t 
know what will happen in the future. 

“After we built the Whitehall street 
viaduct, jitneys were permitted to 
operate over it, and the same thing 


bmay happen in this case some years 
from now. We simply ask you not to!

license jitney competition except in 
a case of public convenience and ne- 
céssity. This is a reasonable, fair and 
just request. 

“Tf the jitneys ever come back on 
the streets of Atlanta, the sfreet cars 
will go in the barns, if I have my 
way about it. We are a responsible 
transportation agency, are held ac- 
countable, are regulated and must give 
good service. We ought to have the 
security which would come from the 
assurance that jitneys would not be 
permitted to operate so long as we 
perform our public duty. 


“The company would not pay the 
cost of the tracks for the privilege 
of operating over the viaducts.

With the advent of September— 
generally considered the worst mos- 
quito month in the year because of 
the usual dearth of rain—Atlanta and 
Fulton county are undergoing one of 
the worst plagues of the blood-thirsty 
little pests in_ their “history. 

Reports from all parts of the city 
mre that the stinging hordes are fly- 
ing everywhere, making shady porches 
unlivable and penetrating wire net- 
ting screens in such numbers as to 
seriously interfere with sleep. The 
same situation is true with reference 
to suburban and county sections, par- 
ticularly in the vicinity of uncovered 
streams, which are at low water 
stage. 

City sewers an« low places, which 
have collected and held’ stagnant 
water, as well as tin cans and ves- 
sels of all kinds in back yards are 
breeding the disease-carrying insects, 
and the same situation is true with 
reference to the county. 

Children are reported covered with 
sores caused by infection of mosquito 
bites in many instances, and the old- 
fashioned nets 
generally in their defense, it is re- 
ported.

are reported swarming, and 
residents there as well as in other 
parts of the city and county have 
ealled city and county health officials 
to report conditions and to urge that 
measures be taken to alleviate the 
menace to health.

Grocers Urged to Organize

race track sped through an open 
switch and crashed into three hox- 
cars loaded with brick on a siding. 

The dead are:

Chester Brown, motorman of inter- 
urban.

Included in the injured were many 
from Kentucky and Indiana who were 
here for the racing meet. 

The car was traveling at a 
of about. forty miles an hour 
suddenly it swerved from the 
line into the siding.

| Bertaud and Hill Called 
Best in Air Mail Service 
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MELLON MAY BAGK 
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* New York, September 7.—(United 
News.)—The names of Lloyd W. Ber- 


taud and James De Witt Hill, missing 


at sea in the stricken airplane “Old 
Glory,” early were linked with avia- 
tion. As children they became in- 
terested in flying and, except for brief 
intervals in which Hill drifted into 
other fields only to come back to avia- 
tion, both pursued careers in the 


clouds. 


Both are veterans of the New York- 
Cleveland air mail route. For the 
past two years as night pilots bet- 
tween Hadley Field, N. J., and Cleve- 
land, they faced fog, storm, mountains, 
cold, sleet and fundamental problems 
of aeria] navigation. 

‘+ Both have been lost in fog above 
the clouds, where no beacon could 
reach them and with limited gas, slow 
ships and erratic compasses have found 
their way to safe landings many times. 

They felt that such experiences as 
these qualified them for the daring 
undertaking of spanning the Atlantic, 
from New York to Rome. HBertaud 
and Hill are rated two of the best 

ilots America has ever had, and the 
lief is shared by many that it was 
engine trouble that brought them 
down in the ocean. 
Must Be Engine. 

Anthony H. C. Fokker builder of 
the monoplane “Old Glory,” stated 
“That the otfly possible cause of ‘Old 
Glory’ landing in the sea was failure 
of the engine.” 

“This danger always will be pres- 


ent in all over-water flying with a 


single engine aircraft,” Fokker said. 
“The Bristol Jupitor engine used in 


‘Old Glory is of good reputation and 


has been through continuous adjust- 


‘ments and improvements for six years. 


' “The reason it was selected was 
because there was no other engine 
of similar horsepower (450 h. p.) on 
the market which had gone through 
such a long period of development and 
practical use.”

4.639 pounds, Its total load for this 
flight was 12,500 pounds. The fuse- 
lage was built of light steel tubing 
and covered with lined fabric with 
several coats of aluminum paint. 

Directly under the forward nose of 
the ship, the pilot’s compartment, 
with a single control and an extra 
chair was located. The main gas task, 
capacity 820 gallons, was located be- 
hind the pilot. By means of a valve, 
the gas tank could be emptied in 45 
seconds. In an emergency landing on 
water the air-filled tank has a buoy- 
ancy equal to two tons and would 
keep the ship afloat. 

Two additional wing tanks had a 
capacity of 90 gallons each, giving 
the plane a capacity of 1,270 gallons, 
which Bertaud and Hill figured would 
keep them afloat 56 hours and cruise 
more than 5,000 miles.

THREE MORE ADDED 
TO LIST OF MISSING. 

New York, September 7.—(4)—The 
name of the monoplane Old Glory was 
added tonight tentatively to that long 
sad list headed “Position unknown; | 
lost at sea.” 

And three more men who only yes- 
terday joked and laughed and _ kissed 
their loved ones were generally be- 
lieved to have joined that gallant com- 
pany of their comrades of the air who 
during the present season dared death, 
and lost. 

For 14 hours Lloyd Bertaud and 
James D. Hill, the pilots, and Philip 
A. Payne, their »passenger, are known 
to have stayed in the air on their 
way from Old Orchard, Maine, to 
Rome. It was 40 hours at the least 
that they needed, however, and 14 


found them but five hours out over the 
ocean. : 

It was then that some mysterious 
tragedy occurred, something so swift 
and terrible that there was no time 
to inform an anxious world of its 
nature or its cause. 

At 11:57 eastern standard time last 
night the steamer California sighted 
the giant Fokker 350 miles east of 
Cape Race and reported that all was 
well. The hours passed and confidence 
grew that another American piane 
was to cross the sea in safety. And 
then, at 3:17 o'clock this morning, 
there crackled through the air a mes- 
sage that for all its brevity spoke 
volumes of tragedy. 

8.0.8. Crackled Through. 

“WRHP-S.O.S., five hours out of 
Newfoundland, east,” the message 
read, and .the officers of five ships 
which picked up the call knew that 
Old Glory had come to a premature 
end on its path to fame: ’ 

There were no details. Was Old 
Glory in a tail spin? Was she on 
fire? Did her crew meet their death 
in a watery crash immediately after 
that message was sent? Or were they 
flodting in their rubber raft beside 
the wreckage of their plane? 

These things no man could tell, but 
every effort was made at once to find 
out. The nearest ship of all those 
crossing the sea was the Transylvania. 
Captain David W. Bonet command- 
ing. It was 65 miles from the esti- 
mated position of Old Glory and turn- 
ed at once to the rescue under forced 
drafts. Other ships turned also from 
their course to y the summons of 
the 8.0.8. accordance with the 
unwritten law that is the law of laws 
to men of the sea. 

No Trace Found. 

Toward noon messages from Cap- 
tain Bone to the Cunard line offices 
and The Associated Press told of his 
having reached his destination at 9:30 
eastern standard time, and of having 
found no trace of Old Glory. He was

If there 
was a period of six minutes after it 
was known that danger threatened be- 
fore the plane hit the water, it was 
generally agreed the fliers would have 
had ample opportunity to arrange 
their safety devices. 


Safety Devices. 


The special dump valve in the gaso- 
line tank was heise to drop the load 
in 45 seconds. The collapsible rubber 
raft with its supply of water and 
emergency rations, could be made 
ready in little more than that. 

Though hope lived, it was not lusty. 
Hlope has flamed and died too many 
times for too many luckless fliers this 
summer for it to burn with any great 
brilliance again after an S.O.S. had 
been yiven. 

Fokker expressed the opinion that 
engine trouble must have been the 
cause of the disaster and said this 
danger would always remain in over 
water flights with single engine 
planes. 

But others were more.inclined to lay 
the blame on the goddess known as 
Fate, to whom Bertaud and Hill turn- 
ed for a decision in their last moment 
on the ground. 

Left to Chance. 


There had been considerable discus- 
sion as to which of the pilots should 
take the heavy plane up from the 
beach, the take-off being considered 
in advance as probably the most dan- 
gerous moment of the flight. In the 
end it.was decided, as if by tacit agree- 
ment, that their lives hung to a great 
extent on chance, to leave the matter 
to luck. 

A coin was spun and Hill won the 
honor of the dangerous take-off. He 
accomplished the feat without mishap, 
the ship taking the air at 12:33, east- 
ern standard time, yesterday after- 
noon. 

The superstitious expressed the be- 
lief that chance rode the plane and 
turned against the aviators just as 
they seemed to be well on their way 
to a glorious success. 


TWO CALLS FOR HELP 
SENT BY OLD GLORY. 

New ork, September 7.—(/)—The 
monoplane Old Glory sent two calls for 
help instead of the one first reported, 
according io a message received from 
the Cunard liner Carmania at the 
lecal offices here this afternoon. 

Captain Brown, of the ship, radioed 
that he had altered his course at 4:10

WEATHER | 
IN COTTON BEL! 


Washington, September 7.—(?)— 
The crop conditions for the southern 
states for the week ended yesterday 


as summarized by the department of 
agriculture indicates that considerably 
better weather prevailed in the cotton 
belt. In the Carolinas and Virginia 
the crop shows some improvement, 
though in South Carolina, outside the 
Piedmont -section, its condition con- 
tinues very poor because of weevil 
damage. In Georgia progress was 
mostly good, but condition continues 
to vary greatly, ranging from very 
poor to very good, 
active and no top crop indicated in 
the southern portion. In Tennessee 
progress was mostly very good with 
but little insect damage and in Ala- 
bama it ranged from deterioration in 
some sections to fair in others, In 
Mississippi there ‘are practically no 
late and top blooms largely because 


lof weevil infestation. 


The rains were unfavorable ifi 
Louisiana, where weevil are prevent- 
ing further development. In Arkan- 
sas progress was fairly good in most 
portions. In Oklahoma progress 
ranged from very poor to poor in the 
south-central and eastern portions, 
where weevil continue active and de- 
structive, but goed to very good in 
the west. In Texas Yains reduced 
premature opening and progress con- 
tinued good in the northwest and 
parts of the west, while deterioration 
in the northeast was checked by show- 
ers. Elsewhere deterioration contin- 
ued and the prospect for a top crop 
is poor. 

Conditions by states: 

Maryland—All crops forged ahead 
under favorable temperatures, but 
there was a lack of moisture. 

Virginia—Favorable for crops and 
work. Cotton and peanuts im- 


poved. Corn good to éxcellent. 


North Carlina—More favorable for 


cotton except for some locally heavy 
rains In central and east; weevil be- 
coming more general in east and south 
with much damage to late and some 
to © sae crop. Other crops doing 
well. 

South Carolina—Condition of cot- 
ton good to excellent in Piedmont, but 
very poor elsewhere’ because weevil 
very numerous with extensive injury. 

Georgia—Progress of cotton good ; 
conditions very poor to very good. 
Weevil still active in southern part. 

Florida—Splendid progress in _pick- 
ing and ginning cotton; the work fin- 
ished in many. districts. Citrus fair 
to good. 

Alabama—Cotton is badly deterio- 
rated or making only fair progress; 
Nea spotted but mostly poor to 
air 

Mississippi—Late top bloom of cot- 
ton practically destroyed, largely be- 
cause of weevil; crop opening rapid- 
ly and picking proceeding fairly well. 

Louisiana—Unfavorable for cotton. 
Weevil preventing further develop- 
ment in most sections; condition poor 
to fairly good. 

Oklahoma—Progress and condition 
of cotton very poor to poor in south- 
central and east, where weevil con- 
tinue active and destructive, but good 
to very good in west, where no ma- 
terial insect damage. 

Arkansas—Progress of cotton fair- 
ly good in most portions and shedding 
chee ‘ked; damage by worms and wee- 
vil increased somewhat, but none over 
large portion of sstate; condition very 
uneven. 

Tennessee—Condition and progress 
very good; practically no insect dam- 
age. 

Kentucky—Corn much _ improved 
and progress very good. Karly to- 
bacco ripening much better: late re- 
tarded and condition poor to fair,

Acceptances Up. 

Prior to the war we had no bank- 
ers’ acceptance market such as Lon- 
don had had for generations in finane- 
ing foreign trade. The remarkable 
growth of this market here during the 
past thirteen years has been forced 
by the new position this country holds 
in world trade. A merchant in this 
country, say, buys a lot of hides in 
South America with payment not 
due, say for ninety days. AS a re- 
sult of the bankers’ acceptance mar- 
ket now existing the seller of the 
hides as soon as shipment is made 
can draw on a bank here with pay- 
ment of the draft guaranteed by the 
bank. This short term paper which 
might be likened to a note that has 
been certified by a bank is considered 
even more desirable by the banks 
than commercial paper. . It is also 
considered an accurate guide to money 
and credit conditions. Figures now 
available show that there is $741.- 
000,000 -of bankers’ acceptances out- 
standing in this market, an increase 
of $141,000,000 over this time last 
year despite the lower existing com- 
modity prices to a new high for this 
time of year. From now for the re- 
mainder of the year the figure should 
show a seasonal increase. 

Reports from the west indicate that 
the soft coal strike which has been 
going on for five months is on its 
last legs.
